ver now. As to the gold in the treas- 
ury, it would be criminal folly in any 
secretary of the treasury to pay it out 
at par when it was worth a premium, 
and the banks could not be compelled 
to part with a single dollar of it. They 
would keep it, as they did in suspen- 
sion times, as a part of their reserve 
and lean upon it accordingly. 


On this point the experience of the 


country from January 1, 1852, to Jan- 
nary 1, 1879 is conclusive. 
On Janu- 


ary 1, 1862, when the banks of this 
uity suspended specie payments, they 
bad in their vaults §23,983,800 in I 
gold. 
By February 1, the amount had 


increased to $24,479,500, and there- 
after it went on increasing until by 
November 1st, it had become $39,- 
348,900. During 1863 it fluctuated 
between $47,000,000 and $25,000,000 
and stood oh* January 1, 1864, at $25,- 
161,900. 
Then it began to decline, 


and was at times as low as $5,000,000, 
being replaced by legal tenders, but all 
the time it was reckoned, together 
with the legal tenders on hand, as part 
of the banks' reserves, and served to 
maintain their loans and 'discounts. 
When specie payments were resumed on 
January 1, 1879, it was about $40,- 
000,000, and by the end of the year it 
became nearly double that sum.

T.OSDON, Sept. 21.—The Daily 


publishes a dispatch from Vienna say- 
ing that several men have been killed 
during the last few da3rs while at- 
tempting to reach the sultan's apart- 
ments with the object of assassinating 
him. 


Mass meetings to express the indig- 


nation feltngainst the sultan were 
held in Birmingham and other cities in 
England. 
Resolutions were adopted 


which in general terms called upon the 
governmentto take immediate and act- 
ive steps to end the reign of terror in 
Turkey. 


In Bristol and .elsewhere amend- 


ments to the resolutions were of- 
fered urging Great Britain to act forci- 
bly alone, if necessary, 
but 
these 


amendments were defeated. 


A dispatch iii the New Frie Presse of 


Vienna says that the sultan has com- 
missioned a Russian general to inspect 
the fort* of the Dardanelles. 
This, the 


Presse adds, is the sultan's reply to 
England's request that he abdicate. 


The Globe and other English papers 


which at first threw doubt upon the 
statement that Lord Salisbury had de- 
termined to lake independent action 
against the sultan in the event of' fur- 
ther massacres, now admit that there 
are signs of "a stronger British pol- 
'icy," which will venture far in direct 
coercion of the porte. 


It must be confessed, however, that 


this policy seems slow of application. 
Newspaper articles such as those which 
have appeared in the Pall Mall Gazette 
and the St.*.lames' Gazette, pointing 
out the benefits that would accrue to 
the Christian subjects of the porte 
through an alliy.nce between Great 
Britain, the United States and Italy, 
also tend to show that England is not 
over-anxious to undertake by herself 
the settlement of the Turkish difficul- 
ties. Cynical observers of events say 
that Great Britain will never beablc to 
use the United States as a cat's-paw for

ricaded and well slocked with provis- 
ions and arms. 


The explosions were followed by a 


fusiladc of rifle shots, apparently from 
•within the barricade, and rapid but 
irregular shots from outside, apparent- 
ly from a widely scatered attacking- 
force, who were on hand to protect the 
retreat of the dynamiters. The shoot- 
ing lasted for ten minutes, and all was 
silent for five tninui.es, when desultorj' 
firing- was renewed, and has been kept 
up ever since. 


At this writing-, 1:50 a. m., another 


explosion was heard, sounding like 
dynamite. Ten minutes after the first 
explosion a telephone message from 
the Coronado stated that nobody in- 
side the barricade had been hurt. Since 
then it lias been impossible to reach 
the Coronado \iy telephone. 


The Herald-Democrat is now being- 


watched by several bands of men, 
grouped in dark corners and alleys, 
and this may mean that they propose to 
prevent communication with telegraph 
offices, the watchers not knowing- that 
the paper has a leased wire and a Ion" 
distance telephone.

of the great corporations are following 
iiark IIanna's advice in regard to the 
methods to be employed to gain the 
vote of their employes. Coercion of the 
most Ihigrant type is being employed 
on all hands to stem the tide of popular 
sentiment in favor of Bryan. Nothing 
ike it has ever occurred before in any 
election in this country. The slogan 
of the so-called "campaign, of educa- 
:ion" has come to be "vote as I tell you 
or starve." JJanna knowing- so well the 
potency of this argument has impressed 
ts importance on the managers of the 
railroads and other great corporations 
nnd .they are carrying his idea into ef- 
'ect in the mostshameJess, brutal man- 
ner. 


In some instances the employes are 


given to understand t.hat if they do not 
vote for McKinley the shop will be 
closed and they thrown out of employ- 
ment. In other instances, particular- 
y in case of the railroads, there is no 
mincing of matters, and the men are 
told franWy and bluntly if they do not 
vote tho way the company wants them 
:hey will be discharged. 
Here is the 


testimony of a man who works as a car 
cleaner in the Chicago, Milwaukee & 
St. Paul yards: "About a week ago my 
; 


foreman came to me and said -lie wanted 
me to join a railway men's McKinley 
club. I told him I took little or no in- 
terest in politics, and did not care to 
join. He, then told me plainly that if I 
did not join he would get a man in my 
place who would join. There are plenty 
of men who are out of work and would 
be glad to take your place, he said, and 
I concluded the best thing to do was to 
join the club. I am assessed 35 cents a 
week and onlj-'get $1.25 a day. There 
are 300 members of the club, and I am 
satisfied Hie great majority of them 
have been coerced into joining just as 
I was." 


Superintendent Hubbell, of the Chi- 


cago division of the Rock Island rail- 
road, found there was a strong silver 
sentiment among the men of his divi- 
sion, and a few clays ago determined to 
give them an "object lesson." lie dis- 
charged 06 trackmen who were getting 
from $3.25 to $1.50 per day and put iii 
their places Italians at 50 cents a,dny. 
And what made tihe matter all the more 
offensive was the employment of the 
padrone to boss the men and get 15 cents 
ol their wages to do it. The Rock Island 
has on.its pay rolls 12 campaign orators 
who are going to all points on the sys- 
tem and harranging the men on the aw- 
ful results which will come to the work- 
ingmen if Bryan is elected. 


Several of the big factories of the 


West side are giving their men an hour 
to listen to the talk of campaign orators 
in the interest of McKinley. The Crane 
Manufacturing company, the Fowler 
compan3r 
(and the Feather-stone company 


all give their men an hour in Ihe after- 
noon to listen to gold arguments. When 
a committee from the Silver club of the 
Typographical union asked Mr. Crane 
for the privilege of ha.ving its spoa.kers 
address the men he said ho would only 
consider the proposition on the under- 
standing that the speeches should be 
written or printed and submitted to his 
censorship. 


And so it goes. On every hand comes 


evidence of the worst intimidation and 
coercion of employes in the interest of 
the gold ticket. It is a form of intimida- 
tion which is effective because it is in- 
sidious. The argument that the inter- 
est, of the workmen must be identical 
with that of his employer is being used 
for all there is in it. That with open 
threats of discharge for friendliness for 
Bryan is driving many of the timid oiins 
into the McKinley c;unp, but a reaction 
is setting in in opposition to 
these 


feudal methods which will react on the 
republicans in a way they littJe dre;un 
of. 


The avemge American workman is '.oo 


independent and patriotic a man to 
let such an insult to his manhood go 
unrebuked. One of the. employes of a 
big firm said the other day at demo- 
cratic headquarters: ''Theold man can 
make me wear n McKinley button all 
right, but thank God he can'ttell what I 
will do when Igcr inside of the elect ion 
booths. He has his inning 1 now because 
I ca.nnot afford to assert the manhood 
in me, but I will get even on election 
day." 


This is the sentiment of every Amer- 


ican workman and Mr. Hnnna already 
realizes tihat his coercion policy is a bad 
mistake. lie is attempting to call oft 
the bulldozing employers, and assiirc 
workingmen that the3~ will be "permit- 
ted to vote as they please." This is a 
great concession for a man of Hanna's 
stripe to make, and people who only 
work for a living should be duly grate- 
ful.

William B. Morris, of Spring- 


feld, 111., in a communication, makes 
the following suggestive analysis of the 
above 


"The Times-Herald's- construction of 


the republican pledge to promote in- 
ternational bimetallism ought to be 
forced on the notice of every voter in 
the land. The gold men do not want 
international bimetallism at all. They 
want international gold monometal- 
lism. Silver under such a compact 
would still among all the treaty powers 
be held down to its present position 
ns debased token money.

Moreover, if, after 
bitter experience, the people seek by 
legislation to throw off the shackles 
qf the single gold standard after once
